Raleigh, N. C. Oct 8.— From time 
to time there have been hlnu 
there was a motive for John Wllkaa 
booth's assassination of President 
Lincoln, and that the 
venge, A strange story, now told for 
the first time, shows that these sur- 
mises were well founded, and that 
llooth's horrid crime was not simply 
the work of a madman, but was com- 
mitted because of the execution under 
military law of his friend, Capt. Heall, 
of the confederate army. 

The story is secured from Dr. Oeorge 
A. Footc, of Warrenton, N. C, a well- 
known physloian who was in the con- 
federate serrice as a snrfroou, and who 
was for a long time a prisoner at Ft. 
Columbus, New York harbor. Here is 
the narrative just as given by Dr. 
Foote, who was interviewed here: 

Capt. Heall was a noted confederate 
officer, and was so quick and so secret 
in his movements that he was a terror 
to the federal commanders In and near 
New York, lie figured In the famous 
St. Albans raids in 1863-64. and hitt ex- 
ploit* at that time gave his name a sort

Lincoln agreed to 
respite, and Booth at once tele- 
graphed the Joyful news to Beall's 
mother, who was in Brooklyn, N. Y, 
But that very night the prisou com- 
mandant received a telegraphic order 
hang Beall the next morning at 10 
o'clock. This order was executed, and 
Beall was hanged within thirty yards 
of Surgeon Foote's prison window, and 
nside Ft Columbus, and uot at John- 
ion's island, as has frequently been re-

Their Presence Causes the Greatest I 
Excitement at Shanghai

Tha Chines* Are la Pall 
Monkdoo, Which Is Thro 
Advance of Japauasa Troops Prom 
Corea Landed Hear Peaslol Bay. 

London, Oct 8. — A dispatch from 
Shanghai Saturday says that the mas- 
ters of several Chinese junks which ar- 
rived at Che Foo Friday, report having 
sighted a large fleet of Japanese trans- 
ports, escorted by warships, on Tues> 
day night. This Japanese fleet was 
then entering the Gulf of Pe Chi Li, 
und after steaming westward for some 
distance, the coarse of the warships 
and transports was altered to about 
northeast. In all the Japanese fleet, war- 
ships and transports included, num- 
bered seventy ships. Their presence 
in the Gulf of PeChl Li has caused the 
greatest excitement at Shanghai and 
elsewhere. In London it is believed 
that the Japanese fleet referred to as 
having been sighted is the expeditionary 
force, consisting of 30,000, men which 
left Hiroshima, the Japanese headquar- 
ters, on September 20, under sealed or- 
ders and under command of Field Mar- 
shal Count Oyama, who was Japanese 
minister of war until, upon taking com- 
mand of the expedition, he temporarily 
handed over that portfolio to the min- 
ister of marine, Count Saigo. This 
force composed the second Japanese 
army corps and was escorted by tho 
second Japanese squadron. 

A dispatch received at New Chwang, 
Gulf of Loa Ton, says that the Chinese 
are In full retreat from Moukden, 
which Is threatened by the advance of 
Japanese troops from Corea and the 
Japanese force said to have been land- 
ed near Poealal bay and not far from 
the Russian territory bordering on 
Corea and the Chinese province of 
Manchuria. 

Another report which reaches Lon- 
don from Shanghai, says that it is be- 
lieved at the latter city that the 
Chinese forces which have been defend- 
ing Moukden have been hastily sum- 
moned from that place In order to op- 
pose the projected Japanese landing 
either in the Gulf of Pe Chi Li or in 
the Gulf of Tj*o Ton. The Chinese 
have been hurriedly adding to the 
fortification of New Chwang in antici- 
pation of a Japanese attack upon that 
port or a landing in the neighborhood. 

Shanghai, Oct 8.— Wang FengTsao, 
late Chinese minister at Tokio. has had 
an audience at Pekin and was severely 
censured on account of his ignorance 
of the Japanese designs in Corea. Twc 
Japanese spies have been arrested a) 
Nankin. One of them con fessed thai 
he had been furnishing information tc 
the Joponese, and added that hi 
regretted that he had been capture! 1 
before he finished his work. The othei 
prisoner, a clerk to the other spy, 
pleaded youth and ignorance in exten 
uation of his offense. Both are now 
awaiting the decision of the viceroy ir 
their cases. 

It is reported that 2.000 men belong 
ing to the Sheng division of Li llunj. 
Chang's crack corps, now in Corea 
have deserted on account of their paj 
being in arrears. It is also rumored 
that they have joined the enemy.
